The visiting athletes are going to spend the first U days inNew York city* They 
• will stay there as guests during that time at the famous International House ©n 
the Columbia University campus. There is als® a strong possibility they will undergo 
a week’s orientation about life in America at the Experiment in International 
Living’s training camp in Putney Vermont. If the athletes take part in that program 
it means that they should be arriving on your campus sometime around March 7 - 10* 

I think you should also know Edgar, that the National Foreign Students Advisors 
Association as well as the U.S. National Students Association have agreed to 
pitch in and look after the boys while they are with you. The National Council of 
YMCAs have also volunteered their services particularly in regard to arranging 
extra curricula activities. 

The clinic will in all likelihood be conducted by Ted Haydon and John Powell 
at Chicago University. It would be great if we could get you down there at that 
time, but certainly I shall see you on at least one visit while the athletes are 
with you.
